This exhibit represents effort establish 
the relationship the genera Lo- 
bivia, and Trichocereus. The system nomen- 
clature outlined Backeberg* has been used 
all cases. Bear mind that the Lobivias have 
more direct relationship the Trichocereus 
through the yellow flowered species known 
Trichocereus huasha. This species was recently 
transferred over the genus Lobivia Mar- 
shall and completes more direct system than 
shown here. However, only the one series has 
been outlined order prevent confusion. 


GENUS ECHINOPSIS, 1837

GENUS LOBIVIA, BR. 1922 

This genus was but little known until recent 
years. The work Britton and Rose brought 
the genus into being and the last few years 
has become one the most popular genera 
the entire cactus family. The plants are almost 
all small size except for few species which 
form rather large mounds. 

The flowers well the plants vary great 
deal. Beginning with the very tiny plants the 
section Bckbg., find Lobivia fa- 
matimensis Br. This one the smallest 
plants the section and forms good place 
start the sequence. Lobivia famatimensis has 
fairly large flower comparison with the size 
the plant. The flower tube very short and 
funnel-form. The flowers the section 
lobivia are all either yellow red. They are all 
day-blooming the case with all Lobivias.

maeolobivia Bckbg. find the species Lobivia 
neohaageana Bckbg.

Marshall showed his 
complete genus Strombocactus, including 
Saueri Boed., macrothele, pseudomacrothele 
setosus new species, and. disci- 
formis. Other plants exhibited Pres. Marshall were: 
Ritteri (Guatemala), Copiapoa cinerascens 
(Chile), marginata (Chile), Acanthocalycium 
violaceum (Argentina).

human interest exhibits there was stuffed rattle snake 
from Charles Evans Phoenix, Arizona; this snake 
was arranged with electric vibrator that the 
natural rattles gave onlookers their first preview 
the true sound rattler ready strike.

Plant stemless, with 20-30 leaves, about 3.5 
diam. Leaves erect, smooth, deep brown 
with paler markings, 5.5 cm. long and about 
cm. broad towards the base, linear-lanceolate 
and long acuminate, ending mm. long 
white bristle, face leaf somewhat flat with 
slightly raised middle line, back leaf keeled 
the upper part, the margins and keel with 
minute, aculeate teeth. 

Peduncle simple, slender, includ. the raceme 
about cm. tall; bracts 3-4 mm. long, pedicels 
mm. long; perianth 11-14 mm. long, white, 
brown lined, the recurved segments narrow and 
obtuse, the outer three with brown keels, the 
inner with green keels.

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Collecting Trip for Euphorbias 


The changes which have come about the 
collecting trip South Africa are almost in- 
credible. The early collector started out gen- 
eral direction, for the Karco, Namaqualand, 
later date for the east coast regions, but 
had detailed plans where was going and 
only rarely did know what particular 
would look for. Roads and transportation 
most the best collecting areas were almost un- 
known. Few could afford the luxury old- 
fashioned ox-cart. One brought back what one 
met with, and the nature the plants found was 
almost entirely matter chance. The Euphor- 
bias, for instance, owe more the 
Drége than the journeys any other 
collector the first half the last century, for 
was the first make permanent records 
nineteen the succulent species and number 
herbs. Yet Drége had special interest 
Euphorbias. His splendid series species un- 
described this genus was infinitesimal part 
the vast collections made every group 
the flora during his eight years exploration 
South Africa. 

To-day plant collecting has become the hobby 
everyone who has the least interest nature. 
Good roads and the motor car lead few 
hours, most few days, almost any 
section the country, and the best collecting 
fields are well known. One requires permit 
the Provincial Administration before em- 
barking collecting trip any area with the 
object enjoying the thrill looking for speci- 
mens particular species group plants 
which are desired for one’s own garden rock- 
ery. might assumed that there remained 
little discover, especially about such generally 
cultivated plants Euphorbias. But actually the 
advance knowledge has only broadened the 
field, and opportunity for useful research 
awaits the enthusiast generously the past. 
Indeed opportunities have multiplied kind. 
One may still, with great good luck, chance 
some entirely distinct species; one may study 
the varied forms assumed many the 
succulent species and find unexpectedly that the 
variations under certain conditions become 
marked and constant indicate that valid 
separate species had lain hidden all along the 
confusion these forms. Only beginning has 


yet been made the study the Euphorbias 
the field from this point view. 

Nor are excitements entirely lacking the ex- 
plorer to-day. Roads may look very good 
map, and yet may prove extremely trouble- 
some when one comes stretch where repairs 
have been overlooked where storm blows 
unexpectedly complicate matters. Stations for 
petrol repairs seem many miles away 
when one requires them most, and the experi- 
ences which beset one are more amusing when 
one looks back upon them afterwards than they 
seem the moment. Plant collecting may have 
changed many ways and may have become 
hobby more than profession, but fasci- 
nating sport ever was and quite exciting. 

When, August, 1939, found possible 
absent myself for about three weeks from 
Herbarium duties, decided with the consent 
chief make trip from Pretoria through 
the Free State and Basutoland into the Cape Pro- 
vince and across some the favorite Euphorbia 
haunts the Karoo Cape Town, for visit 
the collections the Bolus Herbarium and the 
University Stellenbosch. The objects the 
trip were study many the incompletely 
known species this rich territory possible 
and add the number photographs avail- 
able for book succulent Euphorbias. 

Three weeks seemed generous time allow 
for the trip, but the distances are considerable 
and the weather places was severe that there 
were almost too many thrills the road. 
companion the trip was Oosthuizen 
the Division Botany, and travelled one 
the Division motor vans. Our adventures be- 
gan almost from our departure from Pretoria, 
and would quite impossible relate them 
all. Rains were incessant several days, and 
the roads sometimes ghastly. The morning 
drove from Steytlerville Willowmore, for in- 
stance, was not actually raining, but the road 
was the nearest thing skating rink one could 
imagine. When slid 3-foot bank 
precarious angle thought the end was near, 
but the best bit luck which came our way 
during the trip slid down again all fours. 
was nerve-shattering drive, however. 

Another adventure, with more amusing side, 
befell the drive from Kendrew Jansen- 
ville. was very keen find particular form

polygona Haw. the Noorsveld, which 
suspected might prove separate species. 
was Sunday morning when set out this 
long anticipated search. There were many Eu- 
phorbias along the road. ferox Marl. was 
plentiful from Kendrew out. form resembling 
heptagona and enopla Boiss. turned 
about miles out, also esculenta Marl. 
spent hour photographing two places, 
prepared restart and—heart failure—the 
clutch wouldn’t declutch and persisted refus- 
ing There was only one solution: put 
the car into gear, start self-starter and go! 


And this did, but had pass the poly- 
gona plant without stopping, not mention an- 
other species did not recognize. Then came 
gate, and Oosthuizen had open the 
run and 100 yards seconds catch 
again. could have risked stopping 
down slopes, but the idea being stranded 
level ground hill and having towed 
was too great price risk, even for 
Eventually arrived Jansenville and 
quite unexpectedly found garage still open! 
interesting thing about collecting trip 
such this the help one receives from most 
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Oosthuizen poses alongside tall male plant 
horrida Boiss., miles north Jansenville. large colony 
coerulescens Haw. may seen the background.

unexpected sources. kind lady curling pins 
turned out inform the very best man 
learn about the haunts mammil- 
laris and clandestina Jacq. gatage owner 
Zeekoegat, where arrived late that 
had rouse him from sleep, was not only good 
tempered spite our intrusions, but took 
into his garden see interesting Euphorbia 
and promised send more return home. 


Everywhere found similar kindness. Outside 
Ladismith met two men the veld, trying 
look unconcerned, one with his coat off. 
drew couple hundred yards away, and 
sauntered unnoticed find them busy trying 
uproot one the species un- 
known me. tried Afrikaans the man 
without coat with good effect, and was kind 
enough promise plants from his collection. 
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not necessary enumerate here all the 
different saw the trip, since 
any new information obtained about them has 
already been incorporated into the notes dealing 
with each them, for publication later, but 
worth mentioning the very unexpected manner 
which one sometimes comes upon particular 
plant. Occasionally good luck comes the guise 
misfortune. August 14th retraced our 
steps somewhat from Jansenville Graaff 
Reinet the Noorsveld, coerules- 
cens country, where plants resembling 
rida Boiss., enopla Boiss. and heptagona 
also abound. Without any warning the van 
stopped. There had been some minor breakdown. 
While Oosthuizen was attending repairs, 
wandered off investigate the Bulnoors, 
plants resembling horrida, which extended 
all directions, and there among these was soli- 
tary plant greatly resembling cereiformis 
The latter species which has never been 
localized, and here unexpectedly was plant, 
possibly hybrid origin with and 
enopla parents, whose appearance suggested 
that might not too distant cousin. Was 
this perhaps the region whence the original plant 
had itself been collected? One 
cannot answer, but the thrill discovery was 
none the less vivid that account. Had not 
been for our breakdown, was 10,000 


chance would never have stopped just that 
site and found the plant! 

Both good and ill luck attended Willow- 
more. was very anxious see the typical form 
with related plant from Jansenville, which 
that time believed distinct species. 
arrived Willowmore after the nerve-wracking 
drive already mentioned from Steytlerville. 
was hoping revived with information about 
the haunts but the four people 
who were recommended most able 
help were all out town, two farms miles 
away and the others Cape Town. searched 
several portions the Wittebergen without any 
success. The next morning made another and 
even more frantic effort locate the species, 
with correspondingly more depressing result. 
were the point leaving for Klaarstroom 
when decided call Mr. Greeff, one the 
men who had been absent the preceding day. 
was fortunately home and put good 
scent once, changed our direction and 
sped off farm road connecting with Riet- 
bron. cut long story short, reached the 
farm Mr. Stegman, where found the 
treasure and others, even more interesting, in- 
cluding plant related obesa Hook. fil., 
which has proved distinct species. 

Our third big thrill came the 20th. had

left Ladismith and were heading for Swellen- 
dam, where arrived that evening medium 
downpour. Fortunately did not begin until 
the middle the afternoon, and had clear 
skies for the earlier part the day. had 
our usual biscuits and chocolate about 2:30, and 
then the inspiration came stop and have one 
our periodic quick glances around. Almost 
Marl. and mauritanica decided 
search bit further and presently came spiny 
dwarf species related atrispina Br. 
and another resembling Br., but 
best all located plant which proved 
the elusive stolonifera Marl., which Marloth 
collected and named many years ago, but which 
had never been described 

Besides many other enjoyable incidents local 
trip with Messrs. Hurling and Niel Bonnie- 
vale cannot escape mention. had very 
profitable picnic. 


Yes, there are many adventures and thrills 
met with plant collecting trip, and there 
still much botanical interest dis- 
covered, but not much the casual collector 
the keen naturalist. One should study 
advance much possible about the plants one 
likely meet, and then the field one can 
compare and appraise the minor variations 
form which are sure seen. Where major 
variations are found well worth 
and growing specimens, see the differences 
remain constant. The study Euphorbias has 
reached the stage where specialized work can 
undertaken profitably any one dozen 
more species, and the National Herbarium 
Pretoria always most happy receive speci- 
mens and photographs the plants which col- 
lectors find particular interest and always 
ready try and assist their identification.

lenge your personal likes and dislikes? And because 
mule hybrid, and worse still barren, must 
forego its superlative virtues and content myself with 
the horse the ass which will not serve purpose? 


And what again And why should 
bedded with the sacred cows? According the latest 
findings many fully accepted species are true hybrids 
experimentally produced whose identity kept only 
because fatal lethal borne within their generative 
cells. Nature thinks little more the species than she 
does the individual and the fate perhaps the over- 
whelming preponderance species oblivion, for few 
are crowned Pan progenitors the future. 


And monstrosities are abominations the sight 
God for they are unnatural! Yet word caution for 
those who use this deceptive term. One had best get 
his semantics straight before casts the first stone, for 
who say that which nature produces over and over 
again unnatural? would take much convince 
that the graceful convolutions fine grafted cristate 
are not satisfyingly attractive that the regal blue 
columns Cereus peruvianus monstrosus are bad 
taste when they grace garden walk! 


And what beyond your personal preference the 
case made against grafting cacti? Who say 
that better wait ten years see the plant bloom 
its own roots than graft and enjoy its flowers 
perchance the same season. Because many feebly rooted 
cacti grow vigorously congenial stocks must cast 
them aside bloated specimens because forsooth 
neighbor has luck. 


And choicest Mammillaria abnormal because 
has the vigor and the temerity produce two lovely 
heads and now classed with the two-headed 
calf and the bearded lady. Perhaps poor Nature errs 
when through her ebullient spirits she causes the earth 
pullulate. 


that plants suffer from too little rather than too 
much and that when journey through our deserts 
during succession rainless years and see the starved 
and meager growth our friendly desert flora 
seeing the fate that overtakes the Bedouin when 
stumbles choking over the sear and tessellated clay 
where once the coolness the waterhole invited. 

But how different they appear when the rains are 
abundant and the scarlet the Echinocerei flames out 
among the rocks. Yet plant but 
average the good and bad. And the taxono- 
mist who sits the museum’s dusty aisle the 
amateur who grows his plants because loves see 
them smile and repay his affection with the laughter 

may wander down primrose path but see 
pleasure and with little preconception may invest 
myself.
